As  an  integral  part  of  this  Report  there  foi-lows  the  Report  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  those  sections  of  the  vjork  of  the 
Health  Department  vjlth  which  he  is  specially  concerned. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCI/iL  CONDITIONS; 

The  Borough  of  Christchurch  lies  at  the  confi.uence  of  the  rivers 
Avon  and  Stour  where  there  has  been  a human  settlement  since  prehistoric 
times.  The  existing  town  grew  up  around  the  ancient  Norm^  Priory, 
slowly  at  one  time  but  very  rapidly  in  recent  years,  so  that  now  there 
is  a sharp  contrast  between  the  old  and  the  new.  The  Toi,i/n  has  therefore 
a unique  character  and  this,  in  conjunction  with  its  notable  geographical 
advantages  and  its  equable  climate,  malce  it  indeed  a favoured  area. 

The  population  is  now  tLmes  the  total  of  1932  when  the  town 
achieved  its  present  boundary  and  it  has  almost  doubled  in  the  last 
20  years.  Much  of  this  has  been  by  iumigration,  partly  of  people  viio 
come  here  to  retire,  but  also  of  workers  attracted  by  our  modern 
industries . 

Industry  is  perhaps  unusually  diversified;  the  aircraft  industry 
directly  or  indirectly  still  dominates  employment  but  new  industries 
are  coming  in  and  the  general  outlook  is  not  unfavourable. 

But  the  shadow  of  a takeover  bid  looms  over  our  ancient  town.

This  troublesome  ailment  was  prevalent  in  the  early  and  latter 
parts  of  the  year,  and  ono  outbrcalv  in  a school  was  so  oxplosivo  dm 
character  that  it  was  in  the  first  place  thought  to  be  food  poisoning. 

The  illness  is  usually  short  lived,  perhaps  hours,  characterised  by 
sudden  attacks  of  vomiting,  in  the  case  of  children  often  mth  no  warning, 
and  followed  by  diarrhoea » It  tends  to  spread  through  institutions  like 
schools  and  attacks  appear  to  confer  only  a brief  immunity.  Ccntrol.  d.s 
ineffective  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge,  Tho  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  is  currently  engaged  in  a study  of  tho  illness ,

LUNG  C/iNCER: 

20  deaths  resulted  from  lung  cancer.  2 of  these  were  under  the 
age  of  55  snd  9 under  the  age  of  65  of  viiom  4 were  women.  The  steadily 
rising  death  rate  among  vr'inen  is  worthy  of  note;  vMle  stil'-l  a long  v^my 
below  that  of  men  it  is  rising  more  rapidly  than  the  male  rate.  This 
is  in  keeping  with  the  changed  smoking  habits  of  wamen. 

The  local  and  national  death  rate  from  this  supremely  lonpleasant 
and  avoidable  disease  continues  to  rise.  In  this  Borough  the  average 
annual  number  of  deaths  over  the  past  five  years  was  17.6  \^hereas  over 
tho  previous  five  years  it  was  9c>2, 

In  England  and  Wales  25,271  persons  died  of  lung  cancer  in  1964, 
949  more  than  the  previous  year,  and  4,308  more  than  five  years  ago. 

Over  the  same  period  of  five  years,  fanale  deaths  rose  from  2,882  to 
3,895*  i^ktlc  deaths  have  risen  ty  18^  over  the  five  years'  but  female 
deaths  have  risen  by  35%. 

In  the  light  of  these  disturbing  figures,  it  is  perhaps  surprising 
that  women’s  organisations  and  the  powerful  vjomen’s  magazines  have  not 
played  a more  active  part  in  discouraging  cigarette  smoking,  since  this 
has  been  indicted  by  successive  authoritative  reports  as  the  principal 
cause  of  lung  cancer.

addition  the  company  has  a source  of  supply  from  deep  boreholes  in  the 
chalk  at  Hale  Park,  some  1 6 miles  north  of  Christchurch  near  the 
Wiltshire  border.  This  supply  serves  Ringv.ood  and  Fording  bridge 
Rural  District  and  also  supplements  the  supply  in  Christchurch, 

Raw  and  treated  v/aters  are  examined  daily  at  the  Compan5'‘-s  own 
water  testing  laboratory  viiich  i.s  in  charge  of  a qualified  chemist  and 
bacteriologist.  In  addition,  periodic  independent  sanples  are  sent 
to  an  outside  laboratory. 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  consuaner  is  constant,  cf  moderate 
hardness,  free  fron>.plumbo  solvent  action,  and  entirely  free  from 
metals ,

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  has  a reaction  on  the 
alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  mietals , The  water  is  hard  in 
character  but  its  ?io.rdness  and  its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents 
in  solution  are  not  excessive.  It  is  of  a high  standard  of  organic  quality 
and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  considered  satisfactory  and  indicate  a pure  and 
wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  uses. 
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SEWERAGE: 


The  Christchurch  V/orks  remain  overloaded  but  there  has  been  no 
further  deterioration  in  the  position  and  indeed  the  situation  has 
improved  in  so  far  that  the  digesters  have  been  working  more 
satisfactorily.  A scheme  to  enlarge  the  \,brks  has  been  prepared  by 
the  Consultant  and  was  the  subject  of  a public  local  enquiry  in 
August.  At  the  time  of  wt'iting  approval  in  principle  has  just  been 
received  from  the  Ministry. 

All  available  means  are  being  taken  to  maintain  the  Works  in 
an  efficient  state,  ojid  fujrther  digester  capacity  is  being  constructed 
in  advance  of  the  main  extensions  in  order  to  minimise  nuisance.  The 
most  serious  probloiis  during  the  year  continued  to  be  those  of  odour 
and  sludge  drying,  and  again  odour  control  materials  and  chemicals  to 
assist  sludge  drying  have  been  in  use. 

The  plans  for  the  Jumpers  Schene  have  been  completed  and 
I-dinistry  approval  received.  At  the  time  of  writing  tenders  are 
being  sought. 

The  position  at  Hudeford  is  unchanged  and  this  area  will  be 
the  next  to  receive  attention. 

FOOD  iiND  FOOD  fRFJCTSFS: 


Routine  supervision  of  food  premises,  vjith  particular  regard 
to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  remains  an  important  part  of  the 
duties  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Visits  of  this  sort  may  at 
times  be  ccmbined  with  visits  under  other  leglislation  such  as  the 
recent  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  The  general  high 
standard  of  food  handling  has  been  maintained  in  our  food  shops  and 
catering  premises.

HOUSING:

I present  to  you  my  24th  Annual  Rep)ort  covering  the  work  of 
the  department  during  the  year  ended  31st  December  3.96^l.  The 
cost  statement  in  respect  of  r-ei'^ase  collection  and  disposal  is 
for  the  period  1st  April  1934-  to  31st  March  1965 « 

There  has  been  a further  increase  in  the  population,  the 
Registrar  General ‘s  Return  for  mid-June,  1964,  being  28,000,  an 
increase  of  820. 

The  construction  cf  375  dwellings  during  the  year,  coupled 
with  the  increase  in  population,  the  influx  of  summer  visitors 
and  the  difficulties  experienced  in  recx-ait?.ng  staff  have  made 
it  impossible  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  of  refuse. 

Details  of  inspections  made  by  your  Inspectors  are  given  in 
Table  1. 


HOUSIMG  - RECONDITIOHIITG . 

The  reconditioning  of  properties  has  alv/ays  been  a problem, 
not  on.ly  because  of  the  cost  of  such  works,  but  mainly  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  extensive  development  of  new  estates  makes  it 
extremely  difficult  to  find  builders  prepared  to  undertake  this 
class  of  work. 

Repairs  v/ere  carried  out  to  eight  properties  at  the  request 
of  the  department.  Six  were  dealt  v/ith  informally. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  increase  in  rent  permitted  by 
the  Rent  Act  has  helped  to  ease  the  situation,  and  in  the  course 
of  one's  journeyings  in  the  borough  one  sees  work  being  done 
which,  prior  to  the  Rent  Act,  would  undoubtedly  have  resulted 
from  action  taken  by  the  Health  Department.  This  is  all  to  the 
good,  and  if  this  voluntary  reconditioning  can  be  maintained, 
the  number  of  properties  deteriorating  to  the  point  where  it  is 
no  longer  economical  to  maintain  them  will  be  considerably  reduced. 
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Erom  my  own  experience  of  the  working  of  the  Rent  Act,  there 
appears  to  be  either  a great  deal  of  apathy  on  the  part  of  tenants 
or,  alternatively,  agreement  is  being  reached  with  the  landlords. 

I favour  the  latter  theoiry,  and  this  is  supported  by  the  remarks 
in  the  previous  paragraph. 

During  the  seven  years  since  the  Act  came  into  being,  33 
applications  have  been  received,  the  last  being  on  the  9th 
June  1964.  13  certificates  have  been  granted.  Of  these  9 have 

been  cancelled  on  applica.tion  by  landlords  following  the 
completion  of  the  repairs. 


DISPECTION  OF  ROOD  PREf.'IISES . 


The  supervision  of  the  preparation,  storage,  and  distri- 
bution of  food  is  one  of  the  primary  duties  of  the  department, 
and  one  to  v/hich  your  Inspectors  give  a good  deal  of  attention. 
Certain  standards  are  la.id  down  in  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations 
and  your  Inspectors  endeavour  to  ensure  that  these  standards  are 
complied  with- 

Ifembers  of  the  public  are  becoming  "hygiene  conscious",  and 
deal  at  premises  v/hich  in  their  opinion  maintain  a high  standard, 
not  only  in  the  quality  of  the  goods  but- also  in  the  methods  of 
displaying  them.  This  has  the  effect  of  ensuring  that  traders 
do  their  utmost  to  make  their  i^remises  attractive  and  increase 
their  trade. 

Generally  speald.ng,  the  food  premises  in  the  borough  are  a 
credit  to  the  traders  and  I am  satisfied  that  a high  standard 
is  maintained.

FOOD  INSPEGTIdT . 

Close  liaison  exists  between  the  traders  and  the  department j, 
and  any  food  which  the  trader  is  doubtful  a.bout  is  set  aside  and 
the  advice  of  your  Inspectors  is  sought  a.s  to  its  suitability  for 
hiaman  consumption.  This  ensures  that  food  of  doubtful  quality 
is  withdrawn,  such  food  being  voluntarily  surrendered.  With  the 
exception  of  meat,  which  is  disposed  of  to  manufacturers  of  anima.1 
feeding  stuffs,  all  unsound  food  is  disposed  of  at  tlie  refuse  tip.

SAMPLING 


POOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 


The  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  for  adulteration  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council.  Their  Cliief  Inspector, 
Kr-,  J.S.  Pl’eston,  performs  these  duties  and  I am  indebted  to 
him  for  the  following  details  of  samples  taken  during  the  year 
ended  31st  March  1965. 

"l.  I beg  to  report  that  dioring  the  year  ended  the 
31st  t^ai'ch  1965,  63  samples  v/ere  procured  under  the 
Pood  am  Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  Borough  of 
Chr  ist  chur  ch.  ^ 

2 o Milk  Semples. 

42  samples  of  milk,  including  9 cf  Channel 
Islands,  were  obtained  and  all  v/ere  satisfactory. 

Miscellaneous  Samples. 

21  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  v/ere 
taken,  of  which  two  were  the  subject  of  minor  complc.int:- 

A sample  of  Fork  Sausages  proved  to  contain 
190  x^aj^ts  per  million  of  sulx^hiir  dioxide  preservative, 
although  its  presence  was  not  declared  by  notice,  as 
required  by  the  Preservatives  in  Pood  Ptegulations- 
The  amount  was  v/ithin  that  rjerrnitted,  however,  and,  in 
the  circumstances,  further  action  was  not  considered 
necessary  but  the  vendor’s  attention  was  drawn  to  the 
r e quir  emen t s . 

Another  sEimple  of  Fork  Sausages  was  slightly 
deficient  in  meat  content,  62  per  cent  of  meat  being 
present  instead  of  the  normally  expected  amo^Jint  of 
65  per  cent.  The  deficiencj^  did  not  call  for  serious 
action  but  a warning  was  given  to  the  producer  concerned. 

4-»  General. 


In  conjunction  v/ith  work  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act,  attention  was  given  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Labelling  of  Pood  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act  v/ith  regard  to  their  ax^plication  to  the  labelling 
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and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs.  No  matters  of 
serious  consequence  occurred  but  a number  cf  minor 
irregularities  v/ere  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  persons 
responsible. "

Other  than  a slight  decrease  in  the  nmiber  of  persons 
reta.iling  milk  the  position  is  mud',  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year,  all  milk  retailed  in  the  borough  being  bottled  at 
establishmeni-3  outside  your  district.

Large  quantities  of  ice  cream  are  conr.iamed  each  dc.y,  rnid  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  exceptionally  fine  v/eather  experienced  over 
a long  period  last  year*  resulted  in  increased  sales  of  this  article 
of  diet. 

This  commodity  is  particularly  susceptible  to  contamination 
and  the  less  it  is  hand2.ed  the  better.  Portuna.tely,  most  of  the 
ice  cream  sold  in  the  borough  is  pre-packed,  the  use  of  bulk  ice 
cream  being  restricted  to  hotels  and  restaurants.

The  object  of  the  Act  may  be  said  to  be  the  securing  of 
healthy  and  safe  working  conditions  for  persons  employed  in  offices 
and  shops,  and  the  duty  to  see  that  the  requirements  of  the  Act  are 
complied  with  is  ttiat  of  the  Local  authority  or,  in  some  cases, 
the  Factory  Inspector. 
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BiiployoT’s  whose  premises  were  af*fected  wei'c  required  to 
register  the  premises  with  the  Local  Authority  or  the  Factory 
Inspector,  application  to  be  made  on  Forms  prepared  by  the 
Ministry;  such  applications  in  respect  of  premises  in  v/hich 
persons  were  employed  on  the  1st  Ifey  1964  to  be  made  before 
the  1st  August  1964. 

As  it  frequently  happens  that  i^ersons  Eire  unav/are  of  the 
coming  into  operation  of  Acts  or  regulations  affecting  their 
i:)remises,  the  necessary  steps  to  make  the  Act  Icnov/n  were  taicen 
by  the  depsirtment  and  the  response  was  extremely  good. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  376  premises  had  been  registered, 
and  your  Inspectors  liad  inspected  71  of  them,  making  420  visits 
in  the  process.

^it  the  request  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  samples 
of  the  water  are  taken  regularly  during  the  period  of  the  year  when 
the  pools  are  in  use,  such  samples  "being  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  exajninat ion . • 

In  a Memorandum  prepared  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  it  is  stated: 

''Since  swimming-bath  water  may  inadvertently  become 
di’ inking  v/ater,  particularly  v^here  school  children 
are  concerned,  it  is  desirable  that,  wherever 
possible,  the  vvater  in  swjjnming  baths  should  reach 
the  standard  of  drinking  water." 

It  is  further  suggested  that  "no  sample  should 
contain  any  coliform  organisms  in  ICO  ml  of  water; 
that  in  75  per  cent  of  the  samples  examined  the 
24  hour  plate  count  at  37  degrees  C.  from  1 ml  of 
water  should  not  exceed  10  colonies  and  that  in  the 
remainder  the  count  should  not  exceed  100  colonies." 

59  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  11  of  these  were 
found  to  contaj.n  coliform  baci.lli;  the  plate  count  in  12  sapuples 
was  above  the  recomrnerided  standard,  and  Bacteriun  Coli  1^3e  I 
(faecal  type)  were  present  in  8. 

[These  adverse  reports  were  discussed  v/ith  the  school 
authorities;  chlorination  v/as  stepped  up  and  repeat  samples  taken. 
These  proved  to  be  up  to  standard. 

PUBLIC  CLEiliSITTG- . 

(a)  Refuse  Collection. 

As  stated  in  the  introduction  to  this  report,  difficulty  is 
being  experienced  in  maintaining  a regular  collection  of  refuse. 
Whereas  for  many  years  the  day  and  time  of  collection  varied  but 
little,  for  the  last  three  years,  due  to  staffing  difficulties,  the 
position  has  become  progressively  worse,  intervals  between  collection 
being  as  much  as  12  days. 
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iln  increase  of  more  than  800  in  tlis  population,  and  the 
erection  of  375  new  dwellings  during  the  year,  has  added  to  the 
difficulties  previously*  experienced-  This  is  particularly 
noticeable  during  the  suiinier  months  when  the  caravan  sites  and 
beaches  are  fully  used. 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  the  iDresent  iDermitted  labour  force 
of  14  collectors  is  inadequate.  It  becomes  even  more  apparent  when 
absence  due  to  holidays  and/or  sickness  is  taken  into  account,  two 
men  being  away  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  lYith  the  coming 
into  opera.tion  of  the  40  hour  week  in  January  liext,  the  situation 
will  be  even  more  difficult.  On  the  other  hsnd,  repeated  appeals 
to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for  men  for  this  class  of  y/ork  have  met 
with  but  little  success,  the  type  of  person  th^;:'  have  been  able  to 
send,  most3-y  men  from  the  Reception  Centre  at  Hurn,  pro‘/ing  quite 
unsuitable  and  leaving  after  a few  days,  usually  without  gp.ving 
notice . 

Repeated  advertisements  for  staff  Iiave  i^roved  equally 
unsuccessful. 

I am  satisfied  that  everything  that  can  be  done  to  improve 
the  present  unsatisfactory  position  is  being  done,  and  that  it  is 
nov/  virtually  impossible  to  recruit  men  for  this  class  of  work. 

These  problems  are  net  peculiar  to  Christchurcho  The  saire 
difficulties  are  to  be  found  in  many  parts  of  the  country  and  they/" 
will  continue  to  be  with  us  until  such  time  as  the  value  of  the 
service  performed  by  refuse  collectors  is  recognised  on  a national 
basis.  Then,  and  only  then,  will  men  be  prepared  to  undertake 
this  work. 

Let  us  not  delude  ourselves  in  thinlcing  that  m.aking  the  work 
more  attractive  by  the  introduction  of  ’’dustless  loading"  vehicles 
or  by  the  use  of  "paper  sacks"  y/ill  alone  p.ttract  men.  Much  as 
these  improvements  in  working  conditions  may  be  appreciated,  what  is 
of  im.portance  to  the  men  is  the  "take  home"  pay  v/hich  at  present 
compares  unfavourably  with  that  of  others  employed  in  industry. 

This,  I think,  is  the  key  to  the  problem,  and  the  sooner  it  is  appre 
ciated  the  better. 

jtis  this  is  the  last  report  I shall  prepare,  I v/ish  to  place  on 
record  riy  very  sincere  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
permanent  members  of  the  collection  staff  have  carried  out  their 
duties,  often  under  difficult  conditions.  They  are  a very^  loyal 
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body  of  men  who,  over  the  years,  have  given  of  their  best  and 
without  whose  support  an  already  difficult  job  would  have  been 
even  more  difficult. 

Ivlany  of  them  have  been  v/ith  me  for  very  many  years.  They 
are  the  mainstay  of  the  service  and  I wish  them  v/ell  in  the  future. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  land  at  Rotten 
Roy/  ifeadows.  This  land  is  frequently  waterlogged  and,  contrary 
to  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  refuse  is  being 
tipped  in  water.  This  results  in  the  production  of  hydro^-ni 
siilphide,  a particularly  evil-smelling  compound.  Portuna.tely,  the 
ti'pping  area  is  at  present  some  distauice  from  dwellings  a.nd  no 
complaints  have  been  received.  It  could  v/ell  be  that  as  and  v/hen 
the  tip  reaches  a point  v/here  it  is  rather  close  to  the  prcperties  in 
Bridge  Street,  special  preca.utions  will  need  to  be  taken. 

iiS  in  previous  years,  all  available  soil  on  the  area  to  be 
reclaimed  has  been  removed  and  stoclrcpiled  for  future  use.  Because 
of  the  boggy  nature  of  the  site,  this  has  to  be  done  during  the 
dry  season,  usually  between  July  and  Seiotember,  an  area  sufficient 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  department  for  a year  being  iDrepared- 

b'hereas  a fev/  years  ago  the  bays  into  which  the  refuse  is 
deposited  were  capable  of  a.ccommodating  all  refuse  brought  to  the 
tip  for  periods  of  up  to  three  months,  bays  of  identical  capacity 
are  now  being  filled  in  about  seven  weeks,  a pointer  to  the  increase 
in  the  amount  and  bully  nature  of  refuse  new  being  collected. 

(c)  Staff. 

During  the  p)eriod  under  review  20  men,  including  the  foreman, 
were  employed  in  the  collection  and  dis'posal  of  refuse.  The 
distribution  is  as  follov/s:- 

Poreman  (driving  most  of  the  time); 

4r  drivers;  13  loaders;  1 loading 
shovel  driver;  1 tip  attendant. 

There  were  many  periods  during  the  year  when,  due  to  a 
combination  of  holidays,  sickness  and  absenteeism,  only  10  loaders 
were  at  work. 
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(d)  Transi^cort. 


Some  of  the  vehicles  under  my  control  have  been  in  service  for 
many  years,  liave  reached  tlie  end  of  their  useful  life,  and  should  be 
replaced. 

Vehicles  engaged  in  this  type  of  v/ork  are  by  the  very  natujt’e 
of  the  work  subject  to  rough  usage,  and  their  useful  life  is  usually 
considered  to  be  about  7 years.  Beyond  this  period  they  are  subject 
to  repeated  breakdown  and  are  costly  to  maintain. 

Of  the  6 lorries  in  use,  2 have  been  in  service  for  9 years  and 
1 for  14  years.  They  have  outlived  their  useful  life  and  should  be 
replaced  by  vehicles  of  greater  capa.city.  It  is  suggested  that 
provision  should  be  made  in  the  estimates  for  the  year  196C/67.  There 
will  always  be  a use  for  a 10  or  12  cu.yai'd  side  loader,  preferably 
v/ith  detachable  canopy,  and  any  replaceii^nts  should  include  one  of 
this  type.

SiiLVAGE. 


Pot  many  years  I experienced  no  difficulty  in  find  suitable 
labour  for  baling  paper  and  rags-  In  July  1964  the  man  who  had 
done  this  work  for  some  years  left  to  better  himself  and  it  has 
been  found  impossible  to  replace  him. 

For  some  months  all  waste  material  v/as  taken  to  the  tip,  and 
this  is  reflected  in  the  lo'w  income  £580. 

Later  in  the  year  it  was  found  iDossible  to  dispose  of  this 
material  in  its  loose  state,  and  this  method  of  disposal  still 
obtains.  As  this  has  the  effect  of  producing  a reasonable  income 
at  but  little  cost  to  the  Council,  I suggest  that  the  system  be 
continued. 

RODI^IT  CaTTROL. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to  ensune  that  steps 
are  taken  by  owners  or  occupiers  to  keep  their  premises  free 
from  rats  and  mice. 

Although  the  onus  is  on  owners,  in  practice  it  is  preferable 
that  this  work  should  be  done  by  the  Local  Authority. 

i^s  Yfell  as  dealing  v/ith  premises  in  respect  of  v/hich  complaints 
have  been  lodged  by  the  occup)iers,  J-ir.  Cox,  your  Rodent  Officer, 
carries  out  surveys  in  all  parts  of  the  borough  to  ascertain  the 
degree  of  infestation  and  deal  with  this  pest  wherever  fc'und. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  iigriculture  and  Fisheries, 
test  baits  were  laid  in  36  server  manholes.  None  was  found  to  be 
infested. 

As  in  previous  years.  Quarterly  and  Annual  Returns  were 
submitted  to  the  Ministry.  A summary  of  the  year's  work  is 
shown  hereunder : -

The  Local  ^iutority  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
some  sections  of  the  Factories  and  your  Inspectors  made  179 

visits  during  the  year. 

In  general,  these  premises  are  well  maintained. 

There  is  close  liaison  betv/een  the  department  and  the  Factory 
Inspector  who  draws  the  attention  of  the  Local  Authority  to  defects 
of  v/hich  he  becomes  aware,  if  such  defects  are  among  those  required 
to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Local  Authority. 


The  standard  of  housing  in  the  borough  is  good. 
Food  Hygiene  is  at  a satisfactory  level. 

Rodent  control  is  effective. 

Refuse  collection  is  unsatisfactory, 
aitmosxiheric  pollution  presents  no  problem.
